In America I am not afraid to laugh. I can face my ambi- 
tions and desires with the faith that I will have an oppor- 
‘ftunity to contribute towards civilization’s advancement. 
Cannot the mighty American creed be summed up in these 
simple words: Broadmindedness, Courage, Faith: I think 
#o, and I am giad.’’ 

The fostering of such ideals and national fgith among 
California boys and girls; the training and inspiration of 
their work in fashioning their own ideal government, can- 
mot be considered less than an important step in government 
itself. For in a few short years those young people will be- 
come leaders in civic and state affairs. Their training for 
patriotic responsibility is a splendid investment in the Cali- 
fornia of tomorrow. —

Scheduled to sail late this week 
from New York, the Red Cross 
“mercy ship”, the S. S. McKees- 
port, loaded with $1,000,000 worth 
of relief supplies for war refu- 
gees in France, soon will be upon 
the high seas bound for Bordeaux, 
France. : 

Mrs. Mary Eckerman, chairman 
of the Upland Red Cross chapter, 
is receiving many inquiries .con- 
cerning how: and when the relief 
supplies will be sent to Europe 
and since there is considerable 
anxiety concerning the safety of 
the cargoes of food, clothing and 
medical supplies, Mrs. Eckerman 
has asked that facts concerning 
the ship be published. The large 
quota of clothing recently shipped 
to New York by the Upland chap- 
ter will form a part of the Mc- 
Kessport’s ‘cargo. : 

Large Red Cross symbols will 
be painted on the sides and top 
decks of the McKeesport and the 
ship will sail under the Red Cross 
and the United States flags. 

The state department in Wash- 
ington will notify all belligerent 
governments of the sailing of the 
ship into the combat zone and her 
Safe conduct will be requested.

Briefly, Arthur Burton Rascoe
